That’s why the Firing Center was chosed for Exercise ELK 


HORN. Need lots a room..... particularly when ’ole Uncle 
Sam’s troops start playin’ war games. 


Rough trails there too. ... . some of the durn things 
end at the edge of one of those 3,000 foot canyons. Kinda 
gives you a mighty weird feelin’... .unless of course, you’re 


Then too, when you git way up 
on top of those mountains lookin’ for the Aggressor, you'll 
be almost as high as a prairie twister. Yep! "Bout 4,200 feet.

PURPOSE and OBJECTIVES 


Now that we’ve takin’ a quick gander at when and 
where you're goin’..... let us discuss the chief reasons be- 
hind Exercise ELK HORN. 

The exercise itself was directed 13 October 1959 at US 
Continental Army Command Headquarters at Fort Mon- 
roe, Virginia. The 4th Infantry Division, at Fort Lewis, was 
chosen as the major participating unit with Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Robert M. Cannon, Commanding General Sixth U.S. 
Army, as the Exercise Director. Major General Louis W. 
Truman, Commanding General of the 4th Infantry Division 
and Fort Lewis, was appointed Deputy Exercise Director. { 


Now. .... the training that your gonna receive during 
Exercise ELK HORN, will include the most up-to-date con- 
cepts of nuclear, electronic, chemical-biological-radiological, 
guerrilla and psychological warfare. Here you’re gonna 
prove to yourself, as well as the whole blamed country, that 
you are truly the world’s finest soldiers! 


Of all the trainin’ objectives outlined for Exercise ELK 
HORN, particular emphasis will be placed on the following: 


a. Combined unit field training for the 4th Infantry 
Division and supporting troops in military operations Updae 
simulated conditions of nuclear warfare. 


b. Maximum use of transportation to improve wavtlecs 
field mobility with emphasis on Infantry- Armored queer 
operations. 


c. Air-movement training of all 4th Infantry Division 
units .to include practice loading and unloading techniques. 


d. Air-ground operations to include employment of 
close air support and aerial reconnaissance. 


4th Infantry Division troops debark from C-123 transports.

Belgium - 1944,....... 4th Infantry Division men in combat train- 
ing the hard way. 


e. Aggressive and thorough screening of casualties 
following a simulated nuclear attack, to include the early 
return to duty of maximum personnel, evacuation of casual- 
ties and reconstitution of units. 


Furthermore pahdner, there will be a Division Com- 
munications Troop Test where the signal battalion will be 
tested on the installation and operation of the division area 
communications system. 


During the course of the Exercise, several units will be 
hit by simulated atomic attacks and will be required to dis- 
place, with little or no warning, and maintain uninterrupted 
communications by utilizing facilities of the division area 
communications centers. . . .which will be dispersed through 
out the Yakima area. 


Further testing and evaluation will be made when the, 
division communications system is subjected to heavy elec- 
tronic countermeasures by the Aggressor Force. 


you can learn about your enemy will definitely help you 
throughout the Exercise. 


First of all, these Aggressors wear a different uniform. 
The Aggressor will be wearing a colored cap similar to your 
garrison cap. Still other noticeable features, are the colored 
collar tabs and the square patches on the right sleeve of his 
jungle green uniform...... *bout like Mexican jungle green! 


. Unit numerical designations will only be shown on identifica- 


tion cards carried by the Aggressor soldier in his upper left 
breast pocket. Now the cottin’ pickin’ color of his square 
sleeve patch, as well as the color of his collar tab will tell you 
the Aggressors’ branch of service: Infantry, red; Artillery, 
white; Armor, yellow; Engineer, black; Signal, tan; Chem- 


» ical, purple; Propaganda, orange; and other services by a 


green collar tab. 


Reckon you will wanna know if they have any rank. 
Yep! The rank of the Aggressor enlisted man is indicated by 
inverted chevrons worn on the lower portions of the sleeves. 
Aggressor officer rank is displayed on the shoulder tabs 
and their garrison cap. 


As for your enemy’s background..... these sneaky fel- 
las are part of a ruthless totalitarian government called the 
“Circle Trigon Party’, an international political organiza- 
tion, which originated in Europe shortly after World War 
II. Their goal is for complete world domination and I reckon 
this is where the Elks and men of the 4th Division come 
ins § at 4 it’s up to us to stop ’em! 


You can expect the Aggressor to have a good under- 
standing of the English language, as well as their own Esper- 
anto: Esperanto, is a language based on words common to 
the Chief European nations. ..... and Texas! 


And let me tell you one more thing mah friend. . . .you 
will be facing a mean and ruthless enemy. Army Group 
West has proved quite successful and powerful as shown by 
their great drive southwest towards Spokane. 


An Aggressor Commander 
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THE GENERAL SITUATION 


The happenins’ leading up to Exercise ELK HORN 
have proven again that these Aggressor soldiers are real 
varmits! 

Spring maneuvers were set up by Aggressor in March 
of last year and although this appeared normal, they were 
actually covering up their movement to strategic points in 
Eastern Europe. 


Then in April of 1959, Aggressor hit at the Allied Forces 
in Europe. The Allied Forces fought hard, and though they 
suffered heavy losses, they were eventually able to stop the 
enemy cold by 1 September 1959 through the use of nuclear 


weapons. 


For the remainder of 1959, tne Aggressor chiefs sat 
down and drew up plans for an attack on Canada and the 
United States. 


No sooner were the cow hands settled down for a new 
decade of prosperity. .... when up jumped the Aggressor 
agin’ and on 3 January of this year they air-dropped a whole 
group of varmits right into Alaska. Needless to say my 
friend. . .these polar b’ars were well trained and by the end 
of February they had placed elements of two armies in the 
Anchorage-Fairbanks area.

In the weeks that followed.... . Aggressor was quite 
successful in resupP ye and reinforcin’ his troops in Alaska. 
An advance to the Southwest through British Columbia and 


Alberta was just around the corner.

Wal, I'll be durned! Here we’ve been just a talkin’ a- 
way and I plum fergot to tell ya ’bout those “white-caps” 
that'll be runnin’ the show down thar at Yakima. Different 
from the red-caps that hustle your baggage, these fellas are 
called umpires. 


Yep! Umpires. . . .who control all phases of the Ex- 
ercise. Mighty nice fellas that will folla’ y’all and your unit(\, 
wherever it may go. It’s up to these umpires to determine 
the extent of damage if your unit is hit by those dad-burned 


Aggressor boys. He’ll have complete control over the Ex- 
ercise and his word is final...... regardless of rank. 


Now, if y’all become a casualty..... here’s what’ll hap- 
pen! One of the umpires will come a ridin’ up and place a 
tag on you. You'll be evacuated through regular medical 
channels and then you will become your own replacement 
returnin’ later to your unit through the normal replacement 
channels. 


These here fellas are pretty sharp, too! They’ve been 
school trained in what happens to an individual or a unit 
under similar circumstances during actual combat. 


Your umpire keeps the realistic situations that come a 
poppin’ up under close observation. Kept well-versed through 
the umpire radio net, he knows exactly what is desired at any 
particular time. 


If ya have any question concernin’ the military situa- 
tion during the Exercise. .... ask the ‘friendly fella with the 
white cap band”’..... your umpire!

SAFETY TIPS 


Safety! Safety! Safety! Bet y’all heard a lot bout 


Safetyey... :. ever since you were knee high to an Elk. 
Chances are though son, somewhere along the line, you 
listened... . . or ya wouldn’t be a readin’ this here book. 


Yep! Your health is as much concern to the Elks and 
the Army as it is to you. Can’t goa ropin’ any of those Ag- 
gressor fellas if you’re all branded up!

Here are a few pointers from your friendly Elks. 


First of all, maneuver driving is made difficult by rough, 
hilly roads, dust and darkness. Your horse..... or rather, 
your vehicle, will take a rough beatin’ down there in Yakima 
and therefore it’s mighty important to chéck it often and 
keep it in top notch condition. Remember not to overload 
your buggy with passengers or equipment and to drive slow- 
ly. 


They’ll be many a time when you’re gonna be required 
to observe blackout conditions. Be alert during these times. 
Keep a guide walkin’ in front of your vehicle when you drive 
off a road during blackout. Furthermore, anytime you’re a 
backin’ up..... be sure to have a guide on foot leadin’ ya. 


Take it from me son, when yer a handlin’ ammunition, 
explosives, or petroleum products, be sure to read the special 
instructions attached. Your life and those of your buddies 
may be in the balance. Yep! A carelessly lit cigarette can 
kill you and everyone ’round y’all in a mere fraction of a 
second. 


Excessive speed and carelessness can cause accidents 
death. 


A wise soldier takes care of himself. 


Never point or fir¢ your weapon, containing blank am- 
munition, directly at anyone close in. That dad-burned blank 
ammo can cause burns, blindness, or even death! 


One more point to keep in mind is the dryness of the 
areas, as permitin’ no open fires. Ya don’t wanna be givin’ 
away your position or burnin’ up the battlefield. 


You been askin’ ’bout DUDS? ’Bout as dangerous as 
tryin’ to rope a wild buffalo, I reckon. If you see a dud... . 
leave it alone! Report it to your platoon leader. He, along 
with the umpire assigned to your unit, (them fellas we was 
just a talkin’ ’bout) will mark the dud until it can be prop- 
erly disposed of by ordnance folk. 


Here’s another mighty important bit of advice muh 
friends. .... certain areas and vehicles used for storage 
transfer and employment of special (classified) weapons 
training material will be marked “OFF LIMITS” and will be 
guarded ’round the clock with live ammo. They will be 


“marked with green flags for daylight hours and flashing 


green lights for night. Reckon pahdners that y’all better 
stay far away! 


Be on the look out also for one of the meanest little *: 
critters ya ever did see..... the rattlesnake! The rattler is «= 
as much afraid of you as you are of him and will do his best 
to avoid you. (Shore hope them rattlers have read the same 
books we have). However, if you Should be bitten . . .DON’T 
PANIC! Just sit down and RELAX! Remember the instruc- 
tions you have been given. Avoid speeding the circulation of 
the poison by moving as little as possible. 


Couple more varmits we might mention are the black 
widow spiders and the Scorpions. If bitten by a black widow, 
use the suction device as with the snake bite. If bitten by 
one of those Scorpion rascals. .... merely apply ice or bakin’ 
soda as a paste to the bite. This treatment will relieve pain 
and decrease the absorption of the venom by the body, but 
has no effect on the poison itself. 


First aid treatment pahdner, should always be followed 
' with a prompt check by the medics! 


PROTECTING 
YOUR EQUIPMENT 


Now ya might lend an ear to a few more Ernie the Elk 
Specials! What I’m referrin’ to is that some of your pahd- 
ners might not take very good care of their equipment. 


Why, one day when I was out a roamin’ the range..... 
I saw a fella poundin’ away on his tent pegs with his gun 
are or rather, his rifle. And then, I saw another fella usin’ 
his M-1 as a jack handle! 


Take care of your equipment, friend. . . . it may save 
your lif@...= ~ . or the life of your buddy. We elks have a fav- 


¥ 


orite expression: ‘‘An ounce of preventive maintenance is 
worth a pound of cure”. Take good care of all your equip- 
ment. 


Here are some particular points to remember: 


Don’t use your helmet for boiling water. Heat softens 
the metal so that shrapnel or bullets can pierce it. 


Don’t use your weapon as a hammer to pound tent pegs. 
You may be left holding the barrel! 


Don’t use the bayonet as a can opener or a shovel. The 
proper equipment is provided for these purposes. 


Don’t use your gas mask as a seat or pillow, you may 
crack a lens, causing it to leak. 


One more thing, friend, to keep in mind: Ole Ernie 
doesn’t have the space here to mention everything ya need 
to remember ’bout takin’ care of yore equipment. A good 
rule though is: Use your equipment properly for its intend- 
ed purpose.

These lands were leas- 
ed for greater roamin’ 0 e condition that we’d exercise 
care in avoiding damage fences, cattle, cultivated land 
and other private property, holdings on the premises. Be 
mighty careful that ya don’t leave any of them thar gates 
Open. Bea: aliowing the cattle to go a strollin’ ‘round the 
range. After all, they’re not for mantel pieces either! 


There is also land which is not leased for the Exercise, 
and this here land is OFF LIMITS! The owners have the 
right to the free use of their property without interference 
FEaOe Respect their rights! 


If ya see any of your buddies carelessly damaging pro- 
perty. . . . remind them of their responsibilities and of the 
time and expense involved in repair or replacement.

INFANTRY DIVISION

These here five sides are de- 
signed to afford the maximum in offensive capability in ex- 
ploiting our own nuclear weapons and in defense against en-

What is required most in the ground fightin’ of today is 
MOBILITY! Due to the wide casualty radius of modern 
weapons, it can be virtually suicide to gather a large number 
of troops for any great length of time. Therefore, troops 
must be spread out over a large area in the shortest possible

time. .. . .yet be able to git together at a given moment in 
order to strike a devastating blow against the enemy. More- 
over, all of these movements call for rapid and reliable com- 
munications for maximum CONTROL! 


As you can easily see, all of this movement, coordina- 
tion and control in the face of possible enemy retaliation 
calls for more highly trained troops than ever before. Every 
day of your trainin’ deserves your utmost effort. Exercise 
ELK HORN will give ya a chance to use everything you’ve 
been learnin’.

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TACTICAL AIR COMMAND 


Along with all the shoutin’ and shootin’ the 4th is goin’ 
be a doin’... .the ’ole Air Force is goin’ to be a whippin’ it 
up too. Yep! The Tactical Air Command will be participat- 
in’ in Exercise ELK HORN in order to improve established 
procedures of tactical ground support and to practice a bit 
for inter-service coordination. .... which y’all might know 
is necessary for successful air-ground operations. 


Tactical Air Command, composed of the Ninth, Twelfth 
and Nineteenth Air Forces, has its Headquarters (main 
corral) at Langley Air Force Base, Virginia. Twelfth Air 
Force, with Headquarters at Waco, Texas, commanded by 
Major General Karl] Truesdell, Jr., has assigned the Exercise

flyin’ to the ’ole 832d AF Division from New Mexico. Cannon 
Air Force Base. . .I reckon. Brigadier General Virgil L. Zol- 
ler, Commander of the 832d Air Division will represent the 
Tactical Air Command and the Twelfth Air Force when ev- 
erybody gits together down thar at Yakima. The Division is 
equipped with those fire-shootin’, rip snortin’ North Ameri- 
can F-100 Super Sabre Jets. 

The role of tactical air power, when operatin’ in con- 
junction with the Army-boys is to gain control of the air 
space over the theater of operations, thereby allowin’ free- 
dom of movement for them friendly fellas on the ground. 
The air-boys help the ground fighters eliminate Aggres- 
sor resistance by shootin’ up his troops, supplies, buildings 
and equipment from the air. Tactical air forces also provide 
timely intelligence information about the enemy through 
aerial reconnaissance. This is one of the primary means 
available to the ground force and air force commanders for 
obtainin’ pertinent info about the location of the enemy and 
the type of terrain not under friendly control. 

One of TAC’s major contributions toward insuring world 
peace and holding down the Aggressor has been the develop- 


ly self-sufficient tactical air organization, CASF can be 
flown to any trouble spot in the world faster than y’all can 
rope a steer. It is designed to meet any specific situation and 
thus is highly flexible as well as mobile. 

CASF is composed of tactical fighters, bombers, recon- 
naissance and transport aircraft with sufficient men, equip- 
ment and supplies to enable it to perform effective combat 
operations without reinforcements for over a month. Yep! 

TAC’s assault transport planes are dad-burned impor- 
tant for successful air-ground operations. Their ability to 
move the ’ole troopers, equipment and supplies to any thea- 
ter of operation, coupled with capability to air drop’ rein- 
forcements to troops deployed in the battlefield, are mighty 
essential features of the tactical transport concept. 

Participatin’ in the Exercise air operations with the 
832d Division will be those long-nosed RF-101 ‘‘Voodoo” 
Reconnaissance planes from the 837th Air Division at Shaw 
Air Force Base, South Carolina. Air transport support will 
be provided by the 839th Air Division at Sewart Air Force 
Base, Tennessee, using C-130 ‘‘prog-jet’” Hercules and’ the
